You know there is a time honoured 
theory of cause and effect. It is a 
recognised standard of veracity that 
wherever there is an effect there 
must be a cause. 

It was propounded by Maharishi 
Kananda, he first said that wherever 
there is an effect there must be a 
cause; we may or may not know the 
cause but the cause is there. 

At the same time you should also 
remember that wherever there is an 
effect there must be the cause, but 
wherever there is a cause there may 
or may not be the effect. You see 
wherever you find a new sprout the 
cause is the seed, but wherever there 
is a seed there may or may not be 
sprout. That seed may lack in the 
qualification of creating sprout or 
the seed has got the power to create 
the sprout but it did not. 

From a bad seed, from a weak seed, 
there won^t be any sprout but where 
there is a very good seed but that 
seed doesn^t come in contact with 
earth, or air, or water, or light, 
in that case there won’t be any ■ 
sprout. 

So the cause and effect theory 
remains where there is effect there 
must be cause but you cannot say that 
wherever there is cause there will be 
effect. 

So we must say that nothing in 
this universe is non-causal, every¬ 
thing is causal but you cannot say 
everything produces effect. 


Here we have come. Our coming is 
the effect of some cause because it 
is the effect- And what is that 
cause? Why we have come over here? 

The theory says it is not non-causal. 
What’s the reason? Whenever there is 
a flow for a long time and it doesn*t 
come in contact with the strong im¬ 
pact, what does happen? It loses the 
acceleration and finally what does 
happen? Retardation starts. 

In our human society there was 
want of acceleration from the very 
start and now there is the retarda¬ 
tion of society- Now the humanity 
bleeds. Future is dark. So we have 
come here to do something. I have 
come here to do something and you 
have also come here to do something. 
My coning is significant and your 
coming is also not less significant.

Both WWD and AMURT were planning 
to raise funds to provide aid to pro¬ 
jects in India, so it was decided 
they would combine in a joint fund 
raising effort of putting on a Third 
World Dinner* The idea of the meal 
was a simple dish of rice, sprouts 
and vegetables to be served rather 
than a feast as usually is the case 
in such things - This was to emphas¬ 
ise that even this was better than 
what most people ate in developing 
countries, 

Held at the RAWA House, ^the dinner 
was attended by about 45 - 50 people. 
While everyone was eating, the RAWA 
Troupe began a performance- A waiter 
entered and set up an exquisite din¬ 
ing table. When this was completed a 
wealthy looking couple, dressed for 
the part, sat down and the waiter 
served a delectable meal with wine- 
The audience gave muffled laughs as 
the waiter occasionally and uninten¬ 
tionally bumbled and stumbled through 
the serving* The audience was placed 
in the position of being the poverty 
stricken, looking at the wealthy- 
After the dinner a film, provided by 
the Freedom from Hunger Campaign at 


no cost, reversed this position and 
highlighted the contrasts between 
Australian affluence and Asian pover¬ 
ty. 

Ashrava continued the evening's 
entertainment by singing a number of 
her revolutionary songs accompainied 
by another sister on violin. Then 
a dance/drama teacher and her pupil 
performed on the theme of hunger- 

The evening proved beneficial on 
many levels. $180 was raised with 
minimal expense, $16 for food, post¬ 
ers and other miscellaneous items. 

The audience were treated to a con¬ 
sciousness raising evening through 
concepts of the meal, film and topics 
of performance. Half of them non- 
Margiis, the artists were given the 
opportunity to perform in the spirit 
of service, encouraging the theme of 
social benevolence. Posters were 
placed around in community centres, 
bookshops ans sent to the media, pro¬ 
viding good pracar as they described 
service projects that AMURT is doing 
with the Indian floods and the WWD 
project with tribal women. 








Man and His Ideological 
Desideratum

The subject of today's discourse 
is 'Man and His Ideological Deside¬ 
ratum'. Human life is an ideological 
flow. In the past philosophers used 
to say that man is a rational animal. 

If you say that man is a rational 
animal, then you recognise the status 
of man as an animal and the only 
(difference between an ordinary animal 
and a man is that man is rational. 

I do not accept this theory. 

Fundamentally, there are many 
differences amongst plant life, ani¬ 
mal life and human life. You know 
there are certain common factors also 
Plants, animals and human beings re¬ 
quire food, light and water. These 
are the common factors - common to 
these three species - plants, animals 
and humans. These three are known 
as Jaeva Dharma in Sanskrit, that is 
the Dharma, the course of living 
beings. But these common factors do 
not make the plants, animals or human 
into animal. There are so many spec¬ 
ial factors. There are many differ 
ences between plants and animals, but 
the most important difference is that 
plants cannot move, they are station¬ 
ary and animals can move. So this 
mobility is a special factor, a 
special characteristic of animals. 
There are certain plants and also 
certain animals whose position is 
just between plant and animal. But 
we cannot say that animal is a moving 
plant. We cannot say, because there 
are certain fundamental differences 
and also living cells of the plant 
body and the animal body are not ex¬ 
actly the same although fundamentally 
they have common courses. 


The main difference between an 
animal and a man is that an animal 
life is to eat, drink, sleep and die. 
There is no goal, on ideological 
destiny. But in the case of human 
beings, they have got the ideological 
desideratum, they have got the goal , 
of life. And while moving towards 
the goal of life, if a man faces ob¬ 
stacles or hinderances, he is even 
ready to commit suicide rather than 
surrender to the altar of the obsta¬ 
cles or hinderances; so strong is 
human sentiment. So if we say that 
man is a rational animal, it will be 
just like saying that animal is a 
moving plant. Man is not a rational 



Man has his own dignified status. 
And in this respect all humans of 
this world, not only of this world, 
but of the entire universe - there 
are so many planets and stars where 
there is human life - and all the 





course and they display these wants 
according to climatic conditions, 
conditions of time and space. But 
fundamentally, humanity is a singular 
entity. And those who try to encour- 
age fissiperous tendencies are not 
friends or well-wishers of human 
society. All humans are children of 
the same father, the Supreme Father. 

So there must not be any differen¬ 
tiation in that respect. And we must 
not say that man is a rational animal 
Human life, unlike animal life, is an 
ideological flow. It is not simply a 
rational life, but an ideological 
flow. And where there is no ideolog¬ 
ical flow, in that case, even if this 
physical structure is just like a man 
he is not an man but is an animal. 

So each and every human being must 
try his best to maintain the special 
status of humans. It is our first 
duty, it is our fundamental duty. 

This ideological flow must be main¬ 
tained at any cost, 


Now, this ideological flow, this 
Dharma, this special code of humanity 
is known as Bhagavad Dharma or Sana- 
tana Dharma. Bhagavad Dharma means 
concerning the Panama Purusa, not 
concerning external rituals or obser¬ 
vances but concerning the Panama 
Purusa. It is also known as Sanatana 
Dharma, that is, from the very start 
of human life, from the primordial 
phase of human civilisation, this 
dharma was, this dharma is, and this 
dharma will be with all humans until 
there is a single man in this uni¬ 
verse. 


Now what are the specialities of 
this Bhagavad Dharma, or Sanatana 
Dharma, or human dharma? There are 
four portions. They are vistar a, 

Pasa , seva , and tadsthiti , Vistara, 
it is the characteristic of human 
beings to expand themselves mentally, 
intellectually and in all other sub¬ 
tler spheres of life. The inquisi¬ 
tiveness in the subtler spheres of 
life is one of the human course. It 
cannot be suppressed, it cannot be 
sealed. It must not be blocked for¬ 
ever. In the progress of humanity, 
this intellectual flow must not be 
supressed; human beings cannot toler¬ 
ate suppression. And the philosophy 
of those who try to suppress the 
gleamings of humanity come within 
the scope of dogma. Dogma is detri¬ 
mental to human progress. 

Second item is Rasa, You know 
wherever there is an existence there 
is movement. Mobility is life, and 
the main waves of this universe eman¬ 
ate from the Panama Purusa, Panama 
Purusa has so many waves and due to 
differences in wave-lengths, we see 
so many objects, so many creations, 
xNow this flow of Panama Purusa 
vibrates the entire universe. This 
flow of Panama Purusa is known as 
Rasa, 

But individual entities with their 
individual consciousness, individual 
subjectivity, have got their respect¬ 
ive and individual flows also. You 
want to do something, you want to 
write a poem. It is the individual 
flow of your mind. If this individ¬ 
ual flow gets the support, get the 






























parallelism of the cosmic flow, that 
is, flow of Parama Purusa, you become 
successful- Otherwise, you may 
attain some success but your desire 
will be unfulfilled. Where a man^s 
endeavour is to do something great, 
something noble, or something bad, 
but it is not supported by the cosmic 
flow, then that man is know as a 
technician. And, when that flow is 
supported by the cosmic flow, that 
man is known as a genius. What is 
a technician? When a man *s ordinary 
human quality is developed to an 
extraordinary degree of efficiency, 
he is known as a technical man or 
technicial. The second point is Rasa 
It is also one of the human flow. 

First one was vistara, second was 
rasa and third, seva. Seva means 
service. You know, there is a funda¬ 
mental difference between business 
and seva. Business is mutual. You 
are giving something and you take 
something - a mutual transition. But 
in this case, seva, you give every-- 
thing but you take nothing in return. 
It is not mutual. It is unilaterial. 
When a man offers this seva to Parama 
Purusa it is the highest form of ser¬ 
vice and while rendering any service 
to the world you must ascribe Parama 
Purusa to that man. Suppose you are 
serving a man whose name is Rama. 
While serving Rama you must nor think 
that you are serving Rama. In rhar 
case, there will be vanity in your 
mind. You must think that Parama 
Purusa has come before you in the 
name and form of Rama and by serving 
Rama, you are actually serving the 
Parama Purusa; because what is Rama? 
He is a finite expression of that 
infinite Parama Purusa, 

So, first vistara, second rasa, 
third seva, and fourth is tadsthiti, 
Tadsthiti means when one ensconses 
one’s soul in that supreme stance. 
Parama Purusa is the supreme goal, 
is the supreme desideratum of human 
life. It is the terminating point 
of all human approaches. So this 
Manava Dharma, Bhagavad Dharma or 


Sanatana Dharma is the speciality 
that differentiates a man from an 
animal. We must develop this human 
dharma and by developing this human 
dharma, ordinary human entity is 
based upon the supreme grandeur of 
c reation, 

Now, you know human existence is 
trifarious. Man has got his spirit¬ 
ual body, his psychic body and his 
quinqualemental body - this physical 
structure: hands, legs, ears, nose 
etc. When the flow is for the sup¬ 
reme desideratum there must be an 
adjustment. There must be a paralle 
lism amongst these three flows of 
human spirit, human mind and human 
entity. That is, there must be 
parallelism between spiritual flow, 
the spiritual wave, and psychic 
wave, and there must be parallelism 
between psychic wave and the entit- 
ative wave. For progress in entit- 








ative flow, one is to live a pure 
life, a moralistic life, a life based 
on moral principles. Do not do any¬ 
thing bad. What is bad? Bad means 
that which depraves human existence. 

Follow a strict code of morality. 
Live a pure life, a neat and clean 
life. Be strict in the sixteen 
points and thus, what will happen? 
Your entitative flow will get puri- 
fied and will be in a position to 
maintain parallelism with your 
psychic wave. For maintaining a 
parallelism between psychic waves and 
spiritual waves, what are you to do? 

You are to follow the auto-sug¬ 
gestion and outer suggestions of 
incantations. What is outer suggest¬ 
ion? If you are in the company of 
good persons, that company, their 
discourses, their talks will influ¬ 
ence your mind and your mind will be 
purified. The curvatures will be 
less and the flow will be straighten¬ 
ed. This is the outer suggestion 
through incantations. And what is 


the auto-suggestion through incanta¬ 
tions? You are doing meditation and 
doing japa as per the instruction of 
the acarya. It is the auto-suggest¬ 
ion. These incantative auto-suggest¬ 
ion and incantative outer suggestion 
will purify your mind and the mind 
will be in a position to maintain 
proper parallelism with your spirit¬ 
ual flow. 

And what is spiritual flow? For 
spiritual flow you need not go 
through so many books and so many 
scriptures. You need not do anything 
else, only all your propensities 
should be suspended and brought to a 
particular point, a particular gland, 
a particular nucleus of a gland, and 
goaded unto the Panama Purusa. That 
is, when you love the Panama Purusa 
wity all your propensities - good and 
bad, then that collective flow of 
your mind is devotion arid by dint of 
one’s devotion one attains that sup¬ 
reme stance, one gets the Panama 
Purusa. So devotion is the only 
secret in spiritual movement, and the 





incantative auto and outer suggest¬ 
ions can help you in the psychic 
movement, A neat and clean life 
based on morality can help you in 
your entitative flow and there must 
be a happy blending or parallelism 
amongst entitative waves, incantative 
waves and spiritual waves. 

The supreme goal of spiritual 
movement is the desideratum of ideo¬ 
logical flow of all human beings. We 
should always remember this point. 

Now one may say love all human 
beings. How are we to maintain this 
parallelism, without His special 
grace, without special grace of 
Parama Purusa? The obstacles, the 
hinderances are known as maya, It is 
a very powerful force. And, it tries 
to deprave, it tries to degenerate 
the very existence of human being. 

How can an individual, with his poor 
mind, fight against such a strong 
force as maya? Yes, one can fight. 

If one gets the grace of the supreme, 
one can fight. 


Now you can say, ’^That gentleman 
has got His grace and I do not get 
the grace- Then what am I to do?" 

No, He is omnipotent, omniscient 
and all loving. His grace is for all 
without any exception but because 
of your individual vanity you do not 
realise this. Suppose, suppose what? 
Suppose there is actually rains of 
His grace, but if you hold an umbre- 
11a of vanity upon your head, you 
will not be drenched with the rain. 

So if you remove the umbrella of 
vanity from your head, you will be 
drenched by His grace. So no man 
is unimportant, no man is insignifi¬ 
cant, Everybody is a V,I,P, All of 
you were born of noble family — the 
noblest family, because Parama 
Purusa is your Father, ■ You are not 
an insignificant person.

Nucleus

The universe is like an not 

exactly like an egg, but to some ex¬ 
tent like an egg; not exactly ellip¬ 
tical, but to some extent like an 

* All celestial bodies are of 
that shape. In Sam'skrta that’s why 
this universe is called "Brahma’nda”, 
"Anda" means "egg”. From Sam’skrta 
the word "anda” became "Anda’” in 
U rdu 1anguage, 

Now, this universe of ours is very 
big, but it is not infinite. An 
elliptical figure, oval figure, means 
it has got a boundary line. Yes 
it is very big, and actually so big 
that we cannot measure it. But, in 
theory it can be measured. Just now 
1 said the most convenient figure is 
that so-called oval or elliptical 
figure. Take the case of a small 
atom. Here what does happen? In that 
structure there is the nucleus, the 
heaviest matter of that structure, 
and the electrons are moving around 
that nucleus, A similar structure 
is our etherial structure. The earth 
is the nucleus and the moon is moving 
round that nucleus, The next bigger 
one is our solar system. The sun 
is the nucleus and so many planets 
are moving round. And the biggest 
structure in the Cosmological Struc¬ 
ture, The Parama Purusa, the Purus’- 
ottama, the Supreme Nucleus, the 
Supreme Hub, is in the middle and so 
many animated and non—animated ob¬ 
jects are moving around. 



Now, this movement is effected by 
two forces. All the students of 
science know they are the centrifugal 
force and the centripetal force. The 
the centripetal force tries to de¬ 
crease the radius and the centrifugal 
force tries to drift the object away 
from the nucleus. In Sam’skrta this 
centripetal force is called "Vidya”, 
and the centrifugal force is called 
"A’vidya", In common parlance for

And because of this 
attraction, there takes place so many 
clashes amongst so many nuclei!, 

But, in case of the Cosmological 
Order, there is a single nucleus for 
the entire expressed and unexpressed 
Universe, The question of going be¬ 
yond the jurisdiction :of that nucleus 
doesn*t arise. That is, when a man 
is highly influenced by A’vidya’ his 
radius from the nucleus increases, 
but the radius is always there, 

A man, an animal, a plant, an in¬ 
animate object - everybody will have 
to move. And that is why I said. 








"movement is life". Stirlessness 
mucins death* And where a. man is 
guided by, controlled by, dogma, his 
stir is lost. So he becomes lifeless 
he IS worse than a dead body. And 
you boys and you girls must never 
allow any dogma to goad you, to drift 


you away from your nucleus. Never 
allow your radius to be increased. 
Always try to decrease the radius, 
always try to come In closer and 
closer proximity to the nucleus of 
this Universe. 



You may ask, "BABA, what is 
dogma?" You should remember - you 
are all educated boys and educated 
girls - dogma is a psychic structure 
All ideas are psychic structures, 
but regarding their boundary lines, 
there must be flexibility. i think 
some of you came into contact with 
our Prout theory? I think you went 


through it? There is the fifth item, 
the fifth fundamental factor, where 
it is said that the style of utiliz¬ 
ation should vary in accordance with’ 
time, space and person. Didn’t I say 
like this? That is, there is the 
scope of flexibility - no rigidity, 
flexibility. Because the human mind 
won't tolerate anything rigid. It 


















wants movement. Not only movement, 
it wants accelerated movement. 

But what is dogma? Dogma is also 
an idea but there is rigidity of the 
boundary line. Dogma won^t allow you 
to go beyond the periphery of the 
boundary line. That is, dogma goes 
against the fundamental spirit of the 
human mind. Knowingly or unknowingly 
each and every object will have to 
move around the Supreme Nucleus. 

There is no other alternative. But, 
in the case of dogma, what does hap¬ 
pen? While moving near the nucleus, 
unit mind is highly influenced by the 
Cosmic Mind, and Cosmic Mind knows no 
dogma. So from the very starting 
point you should be active, you 
should be active in fighting out the 
influence of dogma. It is due to 
these dogmas that human society could 
not progress properly. Otherwise 
human intellect has developed much 
during the last five thousand years. 
It has developed still more during 
the last two hundred years. And, 
after the Second World War, during 
the last few decades, it has develop¬ 
ed still more. 

Now, although there has been in¬ 
tellectual progress, there is a 
crisis of civilisation. What is the^ 
breeding ground of this crisis? Why 
is the crisis there? The crisis is 
that human existence in the psychic 
level has been endangered by dogma. 
The very existence in the psychic 
level has been endangered by dogma. 

In the physical level if you get 
guarantees in eating or drinking, 
and sleeping, or in getting shelter, 
that wonTt suffice. You want to be 
danger—free in the realm of your mind 
in the realm of your intellect. You 
want unbarred, unobstacled, psychic 
progress, intellectual progress. But 
certain dogmas with devouring mouths 
are trying to (portion missing).., 

Take for example Communism, Marx¬ 
ism. It is such a dogma. It won’t 
allow you to think beyond its peri¬ 
phery. So, it is the duty of all 


intellectuals to make people consci¬ 
ous of their present and future, and 
cautious of the all-devouring influ¬ 
ence of dogma. Yours in the path to¬ 
wards the Supreme Bliss and you will 
have to move towards the Universal 
Nucleus. 

Now, so many objects with so many 
minds, so many plants and so many 
animals, all have got their minds- 
I told you that, in the case of un¬ 
developed creatures, mind means in¬ 
born instincts, but in the case of 
human beings, mind means an ever- 
expanding force. Everybody is 
moving, knowingly or unknowingly, 
with so many propensities, and with 
so many desires, but each and every 
aspirant, each and every artist, 
each and every scientist, and each 
and every philosopher, will have to 
be ensconced in that Supreme Veracity 
he wi11 have to be one with the 
Supreme, he will have to coincide his 
microcosmic nucleus with the macro- 
cosmic one. And while moving toward 
this Macrocomsic Nucleus should be 
tolerated, no obstacle should be 
encouraged.

Let there be 
an unbarred progress of humanity 
that knows no colour, no racial or 
blood barrier, no historical or 
traditional barrier.

Dear sir(s), 

I wish to bring to your attention some facts regarding the 
continued persecution of Ananda Marga in Australia. 

(i) As a human being and a free citizen of this country, I 
strongly protest against actions taken by your government to 
obstruct my religious freedom and prevent my free travel over¬ 
seas. 

On 27th September, 1979, I embarked on a trip to India which 
was to be primarily a religious pilgrimage - to have the audi¬ 
ence of my spiritual preceptor Shrii Shrii Anandamurti (p.R. 
Sarkar). 

However, upon my arrival at Kuala Lampur, where I had an on¬ 
ward flight the next day, I was detained by Immigration offi¬ 
cials who had received a telegram from Australian authorities 
containing details about me with instructions not to allow me 
into the country. As a result, I was kept prisoner under lock 
and key until my flight the next day. 

Further after my arrival in India, i discovered that Indian 
police also received a telegram from the Australian authori¬ 
ties that I should not be permitted into the country. For¬ 
tunately, the local Indian authorities concerned demonstrated 
a sense of justice, so I was not deported as per the wish of 
the Australian authorities. 

When these facts are brought into context by remembering the 
recent refusal of entry of Anandamurti in Australia, it amounts 
to an open, blatant case of religious persecution by the 
Australian government against member of Ananda Marga. Not only 
are we denied the visit of our religious head in our country, 
but you even try to keep us from seeing him in other countries 
as well.
